purposes. It also includes uncontami- 
nated, fired, or demilitarized brass car- 
tridges and artillery cases. Scrap unfit 
for brass mill consumption comes under 
the provisions of CPR 29 (nickel scrap), 
or CPR 47, depending on its analysis. 
Scrap obtained through wrecking of 
equipment, machinery and buildings is 
not included under brass mill scrap. 
The principal function of dealers is 
the accumulation and sorting of mate- 
rials from small manufacturers and their 
resale to the mills in quantity. Because 
of the added expenses of this type of 
operation, a one-half cent premium has
